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A NAVAL UTOPIA

W ashington, 
I). C., 
July 
2— A 
“self su p p o rtin g ’’ navy, m ak in g its 
own battleships, torpedo boats, su b ­ 
m arines, torpedoes, projectiles, a rm o r 
plate, powder and all w ar supplies, is 
the ideal of S ecretary of th e Navy 
Daniels. 
Today he outlined to me his hopes 
of a naval utopia. 
He believes it is 
not only possible but probable th at, 
w ith proper financial resistance and 
approval from congress, realization of 
his plans may be reached before the 
end of the present adm inistration. 
“ Of course we never expect to m a n ­ 
ufacture all of o u r own m aterials for 
th e navy; we will probably alw ays 
buy a certain am ount 
of 
supplies 
needed, b u t It is my hope th a t th e 
navy will be equipped to m ake In 
p art all of the supplies It uses,’’ Sec­ 
retary Daniels stated. 
“ By m a n u fa c tu rin g our own s u p ­ 
plies we are not only largely Inde­ 
pendent of p rivate 
m an u factu rers, 
avoid being “ held up” in prices, but 
also destroy the incentive of private 
m an u factu rin g in terests 
to 
b ring 
pressure upon Congress for large a p ­ 
p ropriations in the in te rest of the 
private profit.’’ 
It Is S ecretary D aniel’s idea th a t if 
th e navy is equipped to make its ow ii 
supplies, p rivate m a n u factu rers will 
not, when congress comes to appro 
p riatin g money for tligin, feel th a t 
as a m atter of course the co n tracts 
will he let to them . 
It would then 
be un certain 
w h e th e r 
the 
money 
would he spent In governm ent navy 
yards 
or 
private 
m an u factu rin g 
plants. 
The “ h o u n d in g ” of congress 
for large appropriations would th en 
be largely avoided. 
Secretary Daniels pointed out th a t 
th e effects of such an ad m inistrative 
plan were already seen. 
“ Before- the governm ent began to 
m an u factu re its own pow der we paid 
as High as eighty cen ts a pound to 
private 
m a n u fa ctu re rs,” 
he 
said. 
“ T h e price was brought down to fifty 
six cents. 
This was largely because 
th e navy found out ju st exactly w hat 
it cost to m ake powder. 
W e th en 
knew w hat was a prop* r price to pay. 
with proper profit to the m anufac 
turer. 
“ By m aking all of ou r own supplies 
we will in the sam e way he able to 
ascertain just w h at they cost 
and 
ju st w hat profit private m a n u fa c tu r­ 
ers are m aking on supplies sold to the 
navy.” 
Secretary Daniels said his plans 
did not em brace a “governm ent m on­ 
opoly” in m aking navy supplies, Bint 
lia r to those of foreign nations. 
Ile 
m erely proposes th at the navy m a k e 
part of each an d every article im ­ 
p o rtan t to its sustenance. 
“ Soon we shall have sufficient c a ­ 
pacity in our own powder p la n ts,” lie 
said, “ to supply all tile ships and 
keep up reserve 
supplies 
on 
th e 
present footing of the navy, of course. 
In ease of w ar, Daniels adm its, it 
would be necessary for the navy to 
purchase a g rea t p a rt of its pow der 
and projectiles, as well as m any ships 
to become naval auxiliaries. The c a ­ 


pacity of th e pow der p lan t a t Indian 
Head, Md., on th e Potom ac riv er a 
few’ miles below W ashington, will he 
doubled w ith in a sh o rt tim e, accord­ 
ing to the n a v y ’s head. 
Tho torpedo 
projectile p la n t a t New’port, R. I., 
will also be doubled In o u tp u t capac­ 
ity, he stated. 
In cid en tally 
he 
is 
keeping in touch w ith both p la n ts by 
personal visits. 
In ca rry in g o u t his plan for a “self 
su p p o rtin g ” navy in regard to powd­ 
er and projectiles, th e secretary has 
more am b itio u s plans for th e g o v ern ­ 
m ent in c o n s tru c tin g its own dread- 
naughts.

"Tho subm arine then began to shell 
us In earnest, the shrapnel bursting 
all around us, killing several of the 
crew aud knocking others overboard.

shell fell into the engine room and 
another carried th e
